Woman to Succeed First Assistant
Attorney General of Her Sex

Washington, July 20. (Iy A. P.)
Mrs. Annette Abbott Adnma, tho

first woman to bo an assistant attorney
general, will sever her connection with
the Government and return to private
prnctlce In San Francisco, August 1,
it was said today.

She resigned some month ago, but
remained to finish up pending caaes in
her office, under which fall nil legal
questions Involving prohibition. Mrs.
Adams wrote a number of important
liquor opinions, Including the
ruling which holds that no ships may
enter the three-mil- e limit with liquor
aboard.

Attorney General Duughorty will ap-

point a woman to succeed Mrs. Adams,
but so far has not made a selection.
